Animproved mechanism or appara- 
tus for insuring the withdrawal of water 
or moisture from the web or layer of paper 
stock as it is carried along on the wire is 
herewith illustrated. 

Figure 1 is a plan view of the suction 
Fig. 2 is a sectional elevation 
taken on line 22, Fig. 1.

Fig. 4 is a sec- 
tion through one of the movable section 
boxes for the rolls, the plane of section 
through the box being indicated by line 4 4,

A represents a rectangular box, which 
forms the main support for the other parts 
of the apparatus and largely serves in the 
establishment of the suction chamber, the 
box being open at its top, its sides and bot- 
tom being closed, except as to the orifice of 
the suction pipe c, which leads therefrom. 
For practicability of construction the ends 
aaofthe main box A are made removable 
and are adapted to be held in place by 
bolts. 

B B represent the suction rolls, which 
have gudgeons at their ends, by which 
they are journaled in the bearings 4 4 in the 
end walls of the box, and the peripheries of 
the rolls are at or about at the level of the 
upper edges of the walls of the box. These 
rolls are preferably constructed of a metal- 
lic hollow cylinder, 10, with a solid wooden 
filling, 12, and both are bored transversely 
through and through at frequent intervals, 
as indicated at 13. 

D D represent movable sections or 
boxes, which directly constitute end walls 
of and in part serve to establish the suction 
chamber within the main box A, and these 
section boxes are located near the ends of 
the main box. Each box D is of a length 
and height corresponding to the width and 
height of the interior of the main box A, 
and the side walls of the box A have dove- 
tail ways g therein, in which the dovetail 
extensions ¢ of the boxes D are closely 
fitted. The movable sections D are en- 
gaged by the screw shafts G G, which are 
supported for rotation, but against end- 
wise movement, on the end walls aa of 
the main box, and all so that on turning 
the screws the distance of separation be- 
tween the boxes may be greater or less, in 
accordance with the width of the web of 
paper stock from which the moisture is to 
be withdrawn. 

C represents a portion of the usual wire 
for the web *, which runs over the top of 
the box A, over the upper peripheral por- 
tions of the rolls B B, and over the upper 
surface of the movable section boxes D D, 
and as further supports for the wire the 
rolls F F are mounted at the outside of the 
box A, so that the upper portions of their 
peripheries are at a proper supporting 
level, 

The movable section boxes D are made 
hollow and preferably of metal, such as 
sheet brass or copper, and each of the boxes 
has at its upper portion the wall thereof of 
circular contour, so as to receive in the 
apertures d@, surrounded by such walls, 
the rolls BB, with as close a fit as practica- 
ble, the upper peripheral surfaces of the 
rolls being in the plane of or very slightly 
above the top of the section boxes D. The 
bottoms and sides of the boxes are formed 
imperforate, while the top wall, together 
with the walls which comprise the greater 
part of circles and form the apertures d, 
has perforations, 15 15. The walls 
bounding the apertures dd are lined with 
Pertorated leather, as indicated at /, Fig. 5,

pipe c, the moisture which is in the web of 
paper x will be in part extracted through 
the perforations in the rolls B B, dripping 
therefrom into the bottom of the suction 
box, being conveyed away by any suitable 
egress passage or conduit. The most sub- 
stantial and effective operation by suction 
upon the passing web is had be- 
tween the peripheral portions of 
the two rolls borne upon by the 
web. 

In the passage of the wireand 
web over the rolls B B the latter 
are permitted to rotate slowly in 
their bearings to correspond with 
the speed of movement of the 
wire, and it will be understood 
that owing to the suction trans- 
versely through the rolls the 
wire and web are caused to ad- 
here more closely thereto 
throughout the entire width of 
the web, whereby the vacuum 
chamber will be the more nearly 
perfectly maintained, and where- 
by the passing wire will more 
effectually insure the rotation of 
the rolls. 

The water which passes from 
the bearings between the rolls 
B B and the section boxes may run to the 
bottom of the main box A and be with- 
drawn therefrom in any manner expe- 
dient. 

The diametrical passages through the 
practically solid rolls are deemed preferable 
over a cylindrical perforated shell (which 
latter, however, might be employed), for 
such passages serve to conduct moisture 
received at the top directly to the under side 
of the roll to fall therefrom into the bottom 


of the box A.

New Electrolytic Process. 





Kellner, remarking upon the various 
processes for producing chlorine and caus- 
tic soda by electrolytic decomposition, says : 
‘* All apparatus heretofore proposed for pro- 
ducing chlorine and caustic soda by electro- 
lytically decomposing common salt are not 
suited for use on a large scale for the fol- 
lowing reasons : 

‘*1, The decomposing apparatus are cost- 
ly and complicated and do not sufficiently 
resist the action of chlorine and caustic 
soda. 

‘*2. The electrodes, and in particular the 
anodes, as also the diaphragms, are de- 
stroyed so quickly that the cost of repairs 
and renewal of the decomposing apparatus 
is prohibitive. 

‘3. Atacertain point of the decompos- 
ing operation diffusion takes place, which 
by the formation of hyperchlorate and chlo- 
rate has a very unfavorable effect on the 
output and on the consumption of the elec- 
trical energy.” 

To overcome these objections he proposes 
a peculiar construction and special selection 
of the material of which the decomposing 
apparatus is constructed. 

The cells of the decomposing apparatus 
in which the electrolytical decomposition 
of the solution takes place consist of a cast 
iron trough having cast on one of its side 
wall partitions which terminate at some 
distance from the opposite side wall. The 
partitions constitute the cathodes, and into 
the intermediate spaces there are arranged 
frames of suitable acid resisting and alkali

As will be readily understood the sepa- 
rated chlorine passes by ‘‘the travel of the 
ions” to the anode, whereby the ad- 
ditional advantage is obtained that a de- 
composition of water by the liberated chlo- 
rine which otherwise takes place when 
aqueous solutions are employed in the 
anode space is obviated. 

In order that the diaphragms may be 
made as indestructible as the cathodes and 
anodes, they are made of plates of slate or 
glass, or of plates of ceramic materials, 
which, where they dip into the liquid, are 
formed with holes in such a manner that, 
on placing two such plates opposite each 
other, the holes in one plate will be situ- 
ated opposite the solid portions of the other 
plate. 

Between each pair of such plates at each 
side of the space there is inserted a layer of 
material such as glass wool, asbestos, nitro 
cellulose or paper stuff, the two plates be- 
ing inserted into grooves in the frame, and 
the intermediate spaces thus formed are 
filled with powdered carbon, or, when de- 
composing a solution of common salt, with 
solid common salt. 

Diaphragmsthus constructed conduct the 
current very well, can be cheaply made and 
prevent all mechanical diffusion. 

In this manner the anode and the dia- 
phragms form with the frame a_ closed 
vessel or cell, which is inserted into the 
trough in such a manner that it is close 
against that longitudinal wall of the trough 
which 1s not touched by the partitions 
(cathodes), and the cell does not touch the 
longitudinal wall from which the cathodes 
extend. 

In consequence of this arrangement a 
zigzag path is provided for the electrolyte, 
so that every particle of liquid entering the 
apparatus is compelled to pass along the 
entire length of the cathode and of the 
diaphragms, and a sufficient flow or cir- 
culation is produced whereby the hydro- 
gen is removed from the cathode without 
the employment of complicated pipe con- 
duits.

The scheme worked as he calculated it 
would, and there has been no more talk 
that the engine was doing all the work 
while the water went down stream for 
nothing. 

The insurance inspector came into the 
mill a few mornings ago and began to re- 
mark on a door which was situated between 
two brick buildings. He said that the door 
must be covered with tin and the seams all 
locked together without being soldered, as 
the solder joint would be useless in case 
of fire. More than this, the man said that 
there must be two doors, one on each side 
of the partition; and as the inspector's 
word is law in factories under his control 
Tramp immediately set a man to work get- 
ting out the stuff for the door and its cas- 
ing. He did not attempt to put in a set of 
jambs, but instead of that a rebated frame 
was made to go on either side of the parti- 
tion, 

The frame was 2% inches thick, each 
part of the rebate being 14% inches deep. 
On one side of the wall the frame was 
made whole and tinned in that condition. 
On the other side it was impossible to put 
in a whole frame, owing to some timbers 
being in the way,so that the frame was 
made in three pieces, consisting of side 
casings and cap, each tinned separately, 
rebate and all. 

The first frame was put in place and four 
holes were bored through it on either side 
of the door to receive three-quarters inch 
bolts. The bolt holes were then marked 
on the brickwork, the frame was removed 
and holes were drilled through the wall to 
take in the bolts. 

Tramp came along just as the man was 
finishing one of the holes. The drill cut 
well until it got into the last course of brick 
on the opposite side of the wall; then in- 
stead of cutting further it simply forced 
out a piece of that brick, leaving a hole 4

This 
left a bad opening in the wall, and Tramp 
instructed the man to procure three pieces 
of plank, one having a length equal to 
the thickness of the wall, each of the 
other pieces being about 20 inches long. 
The three pieces were spiked together and 
a hole was bored to receive a bolt. 

The hole was placed about 8 inches from 
the end of the planks, which were nailed 
to the middle piece. A hole was bored 
through the end of one of the parallel 
pieces about 4 inches from its free end. 
Then the device was slipped on the wall 
where the hole was to be drilled. The hole 
in the end of the plank was brought over the 
exact spot where it was desired to drill the 
hole through the brickwork. Then the 
bolt in the other end of the frame was 
screwed up tightly, a pair of big cast iron 
washers having been slipped on either end 
of the bolts to give it a good bearing sur- 
face on the wooden planks 

After the nut had been set up as far as it 
would go comfortably when urged with a 
14 inch wrench, Tramp set the man to drill- 
ing again. This man found that he could 
drill entirely through the brickwork until 
the tool struck the plank, without the least 
inclination on the part of the brickwork to 
break out and leave an ugly hole on the 
other side of the wall. 

A good deal of trouble had been expe- 
rienced around the mill from floating ice. 
Several of the buildings were so located 
that they were partially submerged during 
exceedingly high water, and the ice would 
be forced against them, taking off clap- 
boards and once in a while carrying away a 
whole broadside. 

After looking the ground over, Tramp 
went up the river a couple of miles and 
purchased a dozen large pine trees which 
grew conveniently on the banks of the 
stream. These trees were cut and thrown 
into the water. After they had floated 
down to the mill, they were secured to- 
gether by means of chains and eye bolts, 
forming a sort of boom which was stretched 
across the mouth of the canal in a diagonal 
direction relative to the current in the main 
river, that is, one end of the boom was car- 
ried up stream quite a distance above the 
canal and made fast to a big tree which 
grew on the bank close to high water mark. 
The other end of the boom swept down 
stream and extended beyond the entrance 
to the canal. When high water came 
Tramp expected that this boom would cause 
most of the drifting ice, brushwood and 
lumber to pass down over the dam without 
getting into the canal and causing hard 
labor at the racks.

not permanent enough to make their use 
in a commercial plant a success, as they

There have 
been sO many reports in circulation lately 
to the effect that the Transcontinental As- 
sociation will soon cease to exist, on account 

f the withdrawal of the principal railroads 
which form the organization, that the pa- 
per dealers, in anticipation of lower rates, 
are not buying any more stock from the 
East than is absolutely necessary to sup- 
ply their present trade. 

There seems to be a firm determination on 
the part of the merchants to secure cheaper 
transportation for their goods. Despite 
the constant talk on the part of the busi- 
ness men, the newspapers and the railroad 
officials the rates remain exorbitant. The 
outcome of the matter will be that the mer- 
chants will in the future ship all classes of 
goods which will stand the voyage by sail- 
ing vessels. 

The prospects of the building of a com- 
peting transcontinental railroad in the near 
future seem tobe assured. In an interview 
E. L. G. Steele, one of the executive com- 
mittee of the new line—the San Francisco 
and Great Salt Lake Railway—stated that 
the articles of incorporation have been pre- 
pared, and that they will be filed this week.

I shall probably in a very short time be 
able to give particulars regarding another 
new paper mill which is projected for this 
valley. If the plan goes through, as there 
is every reason to expect, it will be some- 
thing of great importance and a distinct 
acquisition to the large paper manufactur- 
ing enterprises of this district.

Power will he 
communicated from the main mill building 
by a belt carried upon a covered elevated 


bridge. The walls of the new storage 


building, 50x60 feet in size, are now up, 


ready for the roof. It is expected that the 
rag department will go into operation next 
week. 

The new 350 horse 
pound steam engine of the 
Company at Menasha is now nearly set up 
and will probably be started this week in 
order to take some of the extra work off the 
present engine. 

One of the Wisconsin Toilet Paper Com- 
machines at Kaukauna went 
into operation last week. The second ma- 
chine is now being constructed. The two 
will absorb more than the complete output 
of tissue by the Hoberg Paper Company. 

The Fox River Paper Company, of this 
city, has begun with the work of stoning 
up the sides of its water power canal in 
front of the new mill. The canal has been 
much widened and deepened and the sides 
are very precipitous. The walls of the 
mill are now rising rapidly and are up to 
the second story above the basement. 
Progress has been more apparent since the 
drainers were completed, a job which occu- 
pied the entire force of masons for a con- 
siderable time. There are twelve drainers, 
in the construction of which over 700,000 
bricks were used. Rock work and blasting

During the shut down the opportunity was 
improved to make some necessary repairs. 

Some of the manufacturers will not shut 
down again without making some terribly 
wry faces. There are those who believe 
that when the next meeting of the fine 
writing manufacturers is held there will ke 
tall kicking against a continuation of the 
agreement, and it would not be at dil 
strange if the influential minority made 
itself pretty plainly felt. It is understood 
that there have been a number of converts 
to this way of thinking since the Spring- 
field meeting. Even if there should be 
one more week of idleness this month, it is 
more than probable that the two weeks 
in November would not hold. ‘There was 
talk of holding a meeting this week to dis- 
uss the subject, but it has not been called.

Philadeiphia Notes.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., October 13, 1892. 

A dispatch from New York last week 
announced that ‘the paper trust” had de- 
cided to order a shut down. As there is no 
such trust, it was understood to refer to the 
writing paper men who were endeavoring 
to advance fine writings 2 cents. This ar- 
rangement resolved itself into a 1 cent ad- 
vance, and the cheaper grades, moving in 
sympathy, are up about: one-half cent. 
Rags are easier, This ease is due not to 
increased stocks, but partly to the closing’ 
of the mills last week and partly to the 
cessation of speculation among the dealers. 
There is no doubt that these gentlemen 
have been making the market among and 
for themselves. A great many rags have 
changed hands during the past two months, 
but few of them have gone into the mills, 
and now, when the holders are ready ta 
realize, the mills are not ready to buy. 
However, although the cholera scare is 
over so far as the public are concerned, 
the Government position has not been in 
the least changed, and rags can no more get 
into this country now than they could while 
the Normannia was sending her daily quota 
to Hoffman’s Island. Nor is this vigilance 
likely to be relaxed; for, looking at the 
question from the official point of view, the 
danger will be greater next year than this, 
and to the fear of indirect infection will be 
added the suspicion that the effects of the 
dead may find their way among next year’s 
shipments. This fear alone will make an 
easier condition doubtful.

The Philadelphia Bourse will occupy a 
magnificent building on the block bounded 
by Fourth, Jayne, Fifth and Minor streets, 
where provisions will be made for all of the 
mercantile and commercial organizations of 
the city and an immense exhibition depart- 
ment, where the products of our manufac- 
tories can be effectively displayed. A 
number of paper manufacturers and deal- 
ers are interested in this enterprise. 

The Trades League is another organ- 
ization which has been established for the 
express purpose of exploiting and protect- 
ing Philadelphia’s business interests. Other 
matters in hand here are the New Jersey 
ship canal, competitive telephone service, 
increased steamship service to South Amer- 
ica, &c, 

The Manufacturers’ Club now proposes 
to establish a transportation bureau in 
charge of a competent commissioner to 
look after the relations of our shippers with 
the transportation companies. That there 
is work for such a body is patent to every 
one, as the railroads, while getting every- 
thing they want from the city, make it, as 
far as they may, a way station on their New 
York routes. For example: Freights des- 
tined to points as near as Montreal, are in= 
variably three or four days behind goods 
shipped on the same day from New York, 
while some of our shippers have found it 
cheaper, in time at least, tosend goods des- 
tined for the West to New York and let 
them come back through the city, ‘the 
longest way 'round” being “ the shortest 
way home.” 

The new ballot law has developed an 
interesting tangle, the legal size for ballots 
being the most inconvenient imaginable. 
The size first proposed was 22x52 inches, 
which has been improved to 21x31 inches. 
The counties, in despair, are ordering in 
sizes to suit themselves. Alex. Balfour 
has the contract for the city ballots, which 
will require 120,000 pounds of paper, 34x43 
inches, making two ballots to the sheet, 
and a supply of colored paper for sample 
ballots, 28x43 inches. 

Mr. Balfour’s new wood pulp mill at 
Tioga and Richmond streets will be ready 
to run in December and will have a capacity 
of 25,000 pounds daily. 

The Valley mill of J. B. Ramsay & 
Sons, recently burned, will probably not be 
rebuilt,-all the machinery having been sold 
to the Moore & White Company. They 
made No. 2 manilla, and had a capacity of 
3,500 pounds daily. The site is a good one 
for a board mill, having ample water power 
and 40 acres of good ground attached. The 
Rising Sun mill of the same firm will 
probably be enlarged. The insurance on 
the burned mill was about $15,000, dis- 
tributed among nine companies. 

As was predicted, the real estate of Will- 
iam F. Willcox, at Glen Mills, including two 
paper mills, twenty-two tenant houses and 
about 280 acres*of land, has been trans- 
ferred to the estate of Michael J. Dohan, 
the execution creditor, for $15,000, subject 
to a mortgage of $35,000. The personal 
property was also bought by the Dohan es- 
tate at sheriff's sale. 

The Glen Mills Paper Company has been 
organized to run the property, under the 
management, it is reported, of S. McFet- 
tridge, formerly salesman, and E. R. Reeder, 
bookkeeper, for Mr. Willcox.

New Telephone System. 





Prof. Elihu Thomson has invented a 
new telephone system, which will have at 
least one great merit, and that is the elim- 
ination of batteries at the subscriber’s end 
of the line. In this new system Professor 
Thomson utilizes upon the line, in place of 
a continuous battery or dynamo current, an 
alternating current of such a low rate of al- 
ternation as not seriously to interfere with 
speech. The system is, as it were, a closed 
circuit possessing great flexibility. It also 
permits the working of annunciators at the 
exchange by the subscriber momentarily 
opening the line by a switch, or better, by 
the simple act of lifting the telephone from 
the hook, while the replacing of the tele- 
phone on the hook again signals the ex- 
change that the use of the line is discon- 
tinued. The system also provided circuits, 
if found desirable, so that thereshall not be 
any circuits actually grounded) as Gonnec- 
tions to the earth through condensers may 
be made instead of returning through a

EXPLOSIONS OF DIGESTERS. 


Loss oF Lire AND INJURY TO PERSON ANI 
PROPERTY. 
Two digesters in the sulphite fibre 


mill of the Bangor Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, at Basin Mills, near Orono, Me., ex- 
ploded on Tuesday, the 11th inst., wreck- 


ing the mill, killing two men, and injuring, 
it is reported, eighteen others. 

The plant was reduced to a mass of ruins, 
the acid tower being left standing, but ina 
condition which will compel rebuilding.

o’clock in the morning. were 
hands in the mill. 
first, followed quickly by the second, while 
the third was thrown high into the air, 


and in falling crashed through the roof of 


One digester 


the machine room. 
Huge iron beams, 
hundreds of 


timbers and bricks 


were scattered feet from the 
site of the buildings. 

A steel beam weighing over a ton and a 
half was thrown 200 feet over the acid 
tower, which is nearly 100 feet high. 

The digester room, 80x30 feet, steam en- 
gine room, 48x31, and wet machine room, 
131x20, became a mass of débris from 15 to 
30 feet deep. 

The paper mill on the easterly side of 
the pulp mill also suffered a loss. Part of 
the wall nearest the pulp mill was torn 
away, while the lower end of the paper ma- 
chine was broken and probably ruined. 


The shock of the explosion was felt in the | 


town many rods away. Houses were 
shaken as though by an earthquake. 

The hook and ladder company was sum- 
moned to help overhaul thé ruins and bring 
out the dead, dying and injured. 

Superintendent Clark and Assistant Cros- 
by were in the office at the time of the ex- 
plosion. Crosby went through the floor, 
landing in a mass of débris 15 feet below. 


Clark was pinned down, and it was some 


time before he could extricate himself and | 


crawl out overa partition. 

Engineer Peters had just passed through 
the digester room into the engine room, 
thus probably escaping instant death. He 
was blown through a window and was in- 
jured. 

Fireman Mansfield was blown through 
the door of the boiler room and was 
stunned. He recovered, however, and had 
presence of mind to rake the fires under 
the boilers, at the risk of his life, as he ex- 
pected every minute that the boilers would 


explode, as the cold water was running, he | 


having no time to shut off the pump. 

Two men employed in the paper mill 
were blown 20 feet into the air, and landed 
in the middle of the ruins. They were 
fearfully injured. Es 

Walter Smith, the head cooker, was in 
the digester room and was crushed beneath 
the bricks and mortar. He was also cut 
about the head, and it was the work of half 
an hour before the man who went to his 
relief could extricate him. It is supposed 
that he will recover. 

William Eddy, of Orono, assistant 
cooker, was also in the digester room at the 
time of the explosion. He was thrown 
some distance and was found in the engine 
room buried in the ruins. He was finally 
extricated and taken in a carriage to his 
home, but died about ten minutes after he 
reached the house. He was twenty-two 
years old and unmarried. 

Richard Zine, also an assistant cooker, 
was in the digester room. His body was 
found near the engine room. One side of his 
face was completely blown off. It was evi- 
dent that he had been instantly killed. He 
was about twenty-two years old and un- 
married. 

William Buchanan was badly injured. 
He was assisting a man named Oleson, of 
Boston, who had a contract to cover the 
pipes in the mills. He was near the boiler 
room when the explosion occurred. When 
found he was between the digester and wet 
room, beneath heavy timbers. A cant dog 
was used to roll the timbers off. His body 
was a mass of bruises and cuts and his 
head was badly cut. The doctors think 
that if he is not injured internally he will 
recover. 

C. Oleson, the man who was with Bu- 
chanan, had his left leg slightly injured and 
his right hand severely cut. When Oleson 
came to his senses he was crawling out 
through a window near the boiler room. 

A. J. Whitmore, head carpenter, was 
found beneath the ruins. He was very seri- 
ously injured, but may recover. 

James McEwen, employed as oiler around 
the engines, had his head cut by falling 
timber or iron. His wounds are serious. 

A man named Haley, who tended the 
paper machine in the paper mill, was struck 
in the head with some of the flying missiles, 
and his scalp was severely cut.

The clock in the office of the mill stopped

The explosion has been attributed to two 
causes. One of these is that the gener- 
ation of gas combined with the steam pres- 
| sure exerted an unusual force upon the di- 
gester, and the other that the steam pres- 
sure was in excess of the safety limit. It 
is reported that the plant was overworked 
and that although having a normal capacity 

of 10 tons of fibre per day it was pushed 
to turn out 17 tons. 

One of the steam gauges, picked up near 
the ruins, marked 200 pounds, but this ex- 
treme might have been forced by the ex- 
plosion itself and not by the steam pressure. 

The plant was built by the Orono Pulp 
and Paper Company, which leased it to the 
Bangor Pulp and Paper Company, which 
has been running the mill during the past 
year. Last week Tur JourNAL announced 
the sale of the property to the last named

The Risks of an Employment.—One who 
has entered asa servant intothe employment 
of another is regarded as having assumed the 
risks ordinarily incident to the employment 
and risks which are open and visible. The 
employer is bound to provide a reasonably 
safe place to work and reasonably safe ap- 
pliances for carrying on the work. His 
duty extends to the exercise of reasonable 
care, not merely in providing proper 
premises, structures and appliances origi- 
nally, but also in keeping them in a safe 
condition. He cannot escape liability by 
delegation of the performance of this duty. 
If injury result to the employee without his 
own fault through negligence in providing 
or maintaining a place to work or appli- 
ances for work the employer is responsible. 
The employee is bound to be reasonably 
vigilant, and to exercise his own skill and 
judgment to protect himself in the course of 
the employment. In connection with the 
question as to the servant's duty in this re- 
gard the nature of the employment should 


be taken into account, and it should be con- | 


sidered whether the work is of such a 
character that the employee may be ex- 
pected to exercise great skill and a high de- 
gree of care, or is such as is performed by 
a laborer who has a right to rely upon the 
superior knowledge, prudence and caution 
of the employer. It is for risks existing 
through the employer’s negligence that he 
is responsible. If, with knowledge of a 
risk existing through the employer's negli- 
gence, the employee continue in the ser- 
vice, the risk thereby becomes an assumed 
risk. For the purpose of charging action- 


able negligence on the part of the employer, | 


by showing a risk existing through his neg- 
ligence and not assumed by the employee, 
it should be shown that the employee did 
not have knowledge of the risk.

How to find out what width of belt 
to get often bothers millwrights and power 
users; and sometimes they make great 
mistakes, getting belts that are much too 
narrow to do the work that is demanded of 
them, or else paying for belts and pulleys 
which are much too wide forthe power that 
they have to carry.
